Third Airliner Crashes Into 
Elizabeth, NJ. Killing 29; 
86 Others Lose Lives In 2 
Other Mishaps In 60 Days 


Elizabeth. V J., Pell. ll (ZP) — A crippled airliner roared 
down into this frightened, crash-plagued city today, sliced 
into a big apartment house and blew up — th e .third major 
air disaster within the city in less than two months. 
There were 29 known dead, and three persons unaccounted 
for. making a possible death toll of 32. At least 115 have 
perished in the three, successive residential district crackups. 
The National Airlines DC-6, disabled by engine trouble at 
a thousand feet in a clear midnight sky, nosed over — and 
like two others before it — plunged down into the city, as 
residents cringed before the familiar, oncoming scream. 
( rashes Into Apartment 
The plane rammed into the 52-family dwelling, and e x ­ 
ploded into flying fragm ents and fire. 
Twenty-eight of the 63 persons aboard the .Miami-lxiund 
plane, including three of the four-member crew, were dead 
or missing. At least four apartment house residents were 
killed. Forty persons, most of them the plane’s survivors, 
were injured, about one-third of them seriously. 
Newark Airport It rioted 
The new tragedy forced a hasty shutdown of air traffic at nearby 
Newark ariport, one of the busiest in the east The field’s operations, in 
the words of Elizabeth’s Mayor James T Kirk. had placed this city under 
an "umbrella of death.’* 
Tile airports traffic was diverted to Idlewlld and La Oua rd la airports 
In New York City and also to Philadelphia. 
Minutes before the four-en joined airliner crashed at 12 20 am 'EST', 
its pilot messaged that two engines had failed Told to return to the 
field, he radioed a last frantic "Can’t make it.” 
The pilot. Cap'. W O Foster, died In the crash. 
Then, th* big plane plunged downward like a meteor, streaming gaso­ 
line behind it. The ominous roar of its descent kindled terror in resi­ 
dents below Twice before since mid-December they had heard that 
sound and twice before flam.rig death struck among them. 
The plunging National airliner knifed through the to© floor of the 
four story brick apartment house, wiping out one whole family of three. 
Another resident died on the second floor, screaming behind a wall of 
flames 
The piano caromed off the building, slinging wTeckuge for hundreds of 
yards abound. The front of the fuselage catapulted Into the playground 
of a children’s home, burning fiercely, while the rear section lit in a 
treetop. 
Unlike the other two crashes in which all plane passengers and crew 
were killed. 38 of those aboard, most of them in the rear section, miracu­ 
lously escaped death But like the crash 20 days ago, the plane spread 
death on the ground. 
Warning Is Screamed Too Late 
The plane nosed over and roared downward shortly after Ha takeoff. 
In tim apartment house below, some one screamed- Plane crash! Every*-

It wan like a familiar signal in this industrial city of 110,000. which is 
about IO miles south of New York city. 
On Dec. 16, a non-scheduled C-46 dropped in flames into the Eliza­ 
beth river, killing All 56 aboard. On Jan. 22. an American Airlines Con- 
vair hurtled into a residential district, killing all 23 aboard and seven 
residents

that an engine had failed The field told him to come back.

“As the plane fell, I could hear screams and yells. All the pa* .gluers 
t till had their straps around their waists. I didn't know whether I w a­ 
rt ive or not. My body had been twisted upside down.'*

rtiu k. “My wife and I got up and grabbed the children and ran, trying 
to get away. We kept running trying to get away from the searing heal.” 
Blasts Hock Area 
“There were pieces of plane ail over the place,” said Inula Ehrenberg, 
45, a nearby resident. ‘‘I saw a man and pulled him out. He was dead. 
We pulled out more people — moat of them dying. I picked up one Dean s 
arm and it came away from his body My son picked up a baby. It was 
dead too.” 
Explosions rocked the area at intervals. 
The era- h brought an immediate order from the Port of New York 
authority closing Newark an port, oiu of four it operates in the metro- 
poli an arca. Tho o hers are La Guardia and IdlewJd rn New Yoig city 
mid Teterboro in New Jersey. 
As a pre. ade to a scheduled House Aviation subcommittee hearing to­ 
day into the second crash, the authority had issued an advanced press 
leletie calling the field one of the safest in til# nation. After the crash, 
it ask'd that the statement be withheld. 
Narrowly Misses Children’s Home 
Elizabeth residents for months have been protesting the planes roaring 
low over the city as they approached or left the field. Citizen groups 
had Ihreatenad to block the runways with their bodies if it were not 
moved> 
As th** plane came down today, it barely missed the Janet Memorial 
home, an institution for children of broken homes. Inside 46 children 
and 12 adults were sleeping. 
Rudolph Miller, who lives near the home playground where part of the 
plane crashed, said he was asleep when he heard the descending roar. 
"Then my entire house seemed to light up,” he said "I thought sure 
the plane wfas coming right into the house." 
Hunt for More V

From the flame-engulfed apartment house, occupants fled in panic. 
The apartment house fire was quelled three hours after the crash, but 
rescuers still burrowed through the wrecked building, hunting victims. 
The plane had arrived at Idlewild airport, New York, from Miami late 
last night. It was then J/prried to Newark airport, 
the other side of 
the Hudson river, and prepared for the return trip. 
Joseph A. Fluet, regional investigator for the Civil Aeronautics board, 
said the plane had a mechanical inspection both at Idlewild and Newark 
airport. 
He said the plane was carrying a takeoff load of 83.437, under the 
allowable maximum, and that the pilot was dumping enough fuel to 
bring the plane down to the landing maximum of 75,000 when the ship 
went out of control. 
A team of six CAB agents opened an investigation. 
All three of the recent crashes occurred within a one-mile radius. To­ 
days tragedy was neatest the airport, which lies about three miles from 
Elizabeth’s city limits.

It 
gives a longer growing period, since 
the heat does not become exhausted, 
as does heat from m anure, which 
sometimes fails before the outside 
tem perature is safe. 
A fram e is constructed in the 
usual p attern as used for both hot­ 
beds and cold frames, but there is 
no need to prepare a deep pit such 
as is necessary when m anure is used 
to supply heat. 
The fram e is sunk in the ground 
about six inches. Soil is removed 
within it to an equal depth, and 
the cable is arranged on the bot­ 
tom in loops, so that heat will be 
evenly distributed. The supply wire 
and cable are both connected to a 
therm ostat, which can be set a t the 
desired m inim um tem perature, so 
th at as soon as the therm om eter 
falls to th a t point heat is turned on. 
W hen tem perature rises a few 
degrees above tile minimum, heat 
is shut off. and the variation be­ 
tween 
m axim um 
and 
m inim um 


tem peratures is much le.*~4 than with 
the old fashioned hotbed. 
Tile heating cable may be covered 
with four to six inches of soil in 
which seeds are sown. It is a good 
idea to place a sheet of Ane meshed 
poultry wire an inch above the 
cable, with soli between. Another 
method is to grow plants in Hats. 
which are placed above the heat­ 
ing cable, which may be imbeddeci 
in the soil on which the flats stand. 
A special type of cable may be ob­ 
tained, which can be laid on top 
of the soil, and be protected by 
grating of wooden slat* on which 
the flat* stand. To improve insula­ 
tion and reduce current consump­ 
tion. the fram e should be banked 
with cinders, w hich are covered with 
soil, to within a few inches of the 
top.

500 to 900 pounds per acre or around

It is futile to attem pt to grow 
beets where the soil is hard, shal­ 
low or coarse The loam should be 
pulverized and mellow to perm it 
the fragile plants to emerge and 
to invite deep rooting. Because beet 
seed cannot "push” the first tender 
growth through soil crusts, it is 
advisable to mix sand liberally with 
the covering soil or to mulch the 
rows freely with fine compost. 
Beet seeds are actually small balls 
containing several Individual seeds. 
Therefore, they should be sown at a 
rate of no more than 8 to IO per foot 
of row and the plants should later 
be thinned to stand about 2 to 3 
inches apart. Rows may be 16 to 18 
inches wide for hand tillage, 24 to 
28 inches wide tor horse or m achine 
cultivation. 
Beets are easily and inexpensively 
stored for all-winter use. And too, 
they are one of the most relished 
vegetables in winter. The last crop 
may bt* buried in a garden mound 
and a small supply kept in a moist 
cellar to bridge period* of inclem ent 
w eather when frozen ground or pro­ 
longed rains prevents opening the 
burial pits.

There is one sure 
and easy way to put an end to 
their nefarious work. Wrap a bit of 
cotton on the end of a toothpick, 
dip it in rubbing alcohol and then 
touch each little white mass with 
it foe a few seconds. The alcohol 
will seep through the waxy froth 
and when it reaches the insect it­ 
self sure death 
will result. One 
treatm ent seldom is enough because 
some may be hiding in leaf sheaths 
or other inaccessibly places, but two 
or three thorough treatm ent* will 
destroy enough of them to slop a 
severe attack.

GROWING BEETS EARLY AND 
LATE 
Few other vegetables thrive on so 
wide a range of soil types ^as do 
beets, yet beets demand a mellow, 
deep loam th a t is amply balanced 
with plant foods to nourish the 
plants rapidly toward harvest size 
Because beets are not Injured by 
light frosts, they .should be grown 
early and late, with the first p la n t­ 
ing made as early in March as soil 
can be prepared. Thereafter a d ­ 
ditional plantings should be made 
every few weeks until late July to 
furnish a succession of fresh, tender 
beet* all sum m er for im m ediate 
table use and m arketing. Of course, 
the last planting should be planned 
to produce a large late crop for 
canning and burial to provide beets 
over winter. 
If livestock m anure is procurable 
it may be profitably used to improve 
beet soil. It should be turned under 
to a depth of at least C to 7 inches.

IS SHOT DOWN 


Washington, Feb, ll < Ah—The nor 
force announced today th a t Major 
Oeorge A. Davis, Jr., America’s top 
combat pilot of the Korean war, is 
missing in action. 
The air force said Davis’ plane 
was shot down yesterday and that 
no parachute was observed. 
The 31-year-old flyer’s wife, Doris, 
lives at Lubbock. Texas . 
Davis is credited with having shot 
down 12 enemy aircraft since his 
first combat mission last November 
I. Nine were M IO -15s and three 
TU2s 
The MIG is a Jet fighter, 
the TU2 a light bomber 
Additionally, the air force raid, 
Davis probably destroyed one MIG- 
15 and damaged one other plus 
damaging another TU2. 
The oft-decorated pilot apparently 
was shot down in the big air battle 
in which IOO MIO-15s wege involved. 
An air force spokesman said it is 
likely Davis’ plane was hit by a 
Communist jet, since he was flying 
an F86 Jet, and none of these has 
yet been destroyed by enems ground 
fire. 
Many Decorations 
Davis flew for the 334th Fighter 
Interceptor squadron, of the 4th 
Fighter Interceptor Wing. 
He has been decorated with the 
Silver Star, the Distinguished Ply­ 
ing Croas with one oak leaf cluster 
and the Air Medal with seven oak 
leaf clusters 
During World W ar Two. Davis 
flew with the 348th Fighter group 
in the Pacific and took part in 266 
combat 
missions 
He shot down 
seven Japanese plane*. 
The Davis’ have two children, a 
daughter, Mary M argaret, and a son.
